We assisted the survivors of the 
party to bury the mangled remains of 
their friends and relatives. Charley 
and I started from Ft Dodge, while 
the party followed us on horse back. 
We met Mr. Beals a mile or two out 


from town and werelated to him 
a part of our experience for the last 


few days. It had taken a little less 
than three days to ride the two hun- 
dred miles. We sold our horses, we 
had captured from the indians, for 
$210 thirteen in all, five head belong- 
ed to our neighboring ranches on the 
Canadian river, And to-dayin South- 
ern Alberta our thirteen horses would 
bring $1200 or $1600, We divided 
the money, $105 each. I decided to 


send $5 and I deposited the remaining 
$100 away down in the uttermost 


depths of my overalls, for safe keep- 
ing. Charley went in search of a 
Spanish Monte game, of which he was 
a friend. In less than an hour he 
came to me to borrow money, he hav- 
ing lost all of his own I gave him 
thirty dollars which he soon lost. 
We then started in to spend the rest 
of it; When I wokein the morning 
1 hadn’t enough money to pay my 
fine. Idid not see the other man, 
but if he was hurt any worse than I 
was he was in the hospital, or the 
morgue. We started back on another 
trail to look for the lost herd. We 
found them the second day out, the 
cattle having stampeded, and they 
had lost most of the herd. We rode 
for two days and I started forthe R.R. 
with the cattle we had gathered. 1 
arrived there the fifth day and when 
I had loaded the cattle on the car, I 
starte@l back to join the other party. 
By this time they had gathered most 
of the lost cattle and were on their 
way to the R. R.When we had loaded 
them we pulled for the ranch on the 
Canadian river.
